The Sixth Commandment (I) 


‘ Thou shalt do no murder”: Of 
all the Commandments this Sixth 
one against murder is the most 
widely accepted without question 
and at the same time the most 
widely misunderstood. It is ac­ 
cepted for obvious reasons: be­ 
cause society could not continue 
to function If its members could 
be killed for any reason, because 
we ourselves do not want to be 
killed nor do we want those we 
love to be killed. These are the 
chief reasons why we agree that 
murder is wrong, and they are 
the chief reasons why murderers 
are punished so severely. 
But these are not the chief 
reasons why murder is wrong from 
the viewpoint of the Christian. 
The reasons and the thinking 
which produces them are mis- 
taken, for they regard death as 
the end of everything and place 
all of the emphasis on the value 
of living. They are motivated by 
fear, and fear itself is wrong for 
the 
Christian. 
The 
Christian 
knows that the end of human ex­ 
istence 
Is not immortality 
or 
deathleasness in and of itself, but 
rather eternal life in and for God 
and Christ. 
Thus it is that murder for the 
Christian is tragic not because a 
life has ended, but because a life 
was begun before its tune. To kill 
a man is wrong not because it 
en d&his earthly life but because 
the murderer forgets the fact that 
the human soul does not cease 
to exist when the physical body 
dies. The murderer forgets that 
he has thrust a soul suddenly In­ 
to the realm of the eternal to 
continue living, either with God, 
which is heaven, or without Him, 
which is hell. 
Lake all sin, the sin or murder 
Is against God as well as against 
man. God hits a plan lor each 
human soul. To take it upon one- 
sell to kill another human being, 
thus breaking into God s plans 
foi that soul, is to trespass upon 
an area which is Gods alone, for 
the power of giving and taking 
hie is God s, not mans. And be­ 
cause that power is Goo s, the 
con. * ijuuu.es of murder are final 
and irrevocable; sincere repent­ 
ance will win forgiveness for the 
murderer, but nothing will erase 
or alter Hie fact that a man is 
d«ao Nothing the murderer can 
do w U1 restore life as we know 
u un earth to the person he has 
killed Gods ptans are thwarted 
by the murderer, lor tire tasa 
whkh God has given the murder­ 
ed person to do must go uniul- 
tilled and an unprepared soci has 
enu red into eternal life. No ;.u- 
man soul can bear the respon­ 
sibility for such an act. Therefore 
GtKi has said, "Thou shalt do no 
murder.”
